DISCOURAGING TO THE DUELISTS,

Some Pxtencisn from Emperor Will-
Inm's Hecent Address,
LONDON, Jan. 6,—The Berlin correspon-
ent of the Times reports that the following
In contained In the preamble by BEmperor

Willigm to m cabinet order:

It is my will that duels between oMeern
_shopld be more effectively proventsd than
hitherto. Thelr occasion & often trifling and
amenable to friendly comprowmise wirhout
prejudice to professional honor.'

After exhorting oMceers In the army (o
avold Injuring eech other’'s honor Emperor
Willlam contloues: *“*Where they have done
e through Dbastiness or excitement the
clilvalrous course l# to agree to & friendly
amnpromise. It I8 equally the duty aof the
one fnsulted to accept the compromise as far
as honor and propriety of conduct will per-
mit. My will, therefore, I8 that a council of
honor &hall henceforth, as a matter of prin-
elple, co-operate In the settlement of affales
of honor. The councll must undertake this
duty with a copacientions endeavor to ar-
runge an amicable eettlement.”

A decree follows undee nine separate In-

structions, supplementing the order of May,
1574, which Introduced regulations coneern-
Ing courts of lionor for the Prussian army, |
It requires that ofMeers shall report thelr|
disputea to the councll and aball abstaln from |
further action It defines the procedure of |
the council, which la empowered to -1Jvrnrv|
n compromies or to dismiss disputea as in-
oigolficant. It empowers an appeal direct to
the emperor from either declslon. Should
the councll fall to avrange a compromlége, re-
course may be had to a court of houor, which
can also Intervene should reason be given
by the sublwequent conduct of elther of the
parties. Al ovasions or Ignoring of tho
court must  be reported to  the ecmperor.
Quarrels between officers and civilians are
also to be considered by a council of honor.

FPARIS, Jan, .—The results of the last cen-
sus, just published, show no slgn of recovery
in tho Birih rute. The total increase in the
population of France since 1861 is only 176,-
017, while the number of foreigners ln France
is decrsasing. The large towns are growing
alightly at the expense of the smaller towna
and the rural districts, The inhabitanta have
inereased In twenty-four departments and
have decressed In sixiy-threo departments,
The minlster of the Interlor, M. Becthou
noted an Inerease of emigration, hut he Is
compelled to confess to the marked tendency
of the population to remain stationary,

Stock Mast e Reglistered,

HAVANA, Jdan. 6.=Under date of today
Captain General Weorlopr has l=sued anotherp
edict, giving orders that within a period of
elght days all ownera of estates, managera
and tenants, in the provinees of Pinar del
H10, Havana and Matanzas ghall appear be-
fare the mayors of the neaiesat fortified town
and present a polive passport and document
proving thelr ownerghlp and the payment of
their last taxes. They must show the num-
ber of hands employed by them, with poliee
documents to prove each. These papers be-
ing found all in order, they will be allowed
to return upon showing thelr certificates and
Hocuments (o the troops which they pass on
the way. Those who do not comply with the
above requircments, must concentrate in the
towns, At the expiration of the term of
elght days the troops will pass through the
farms and will eonduct to the towns thoso
nol presenting the above required certificates,
and they will be proceeded agaionst acconding
to Instructions received. PForelgners engnged
in cultlvation or pursuing any Industi'y under
the conditions above named must prove their
nutionality, as well us show the number of
employes under thelr control, and  must
guarantee all Information as to thelr orlgiy
and must ehow thelr police documents under
the same terms as natives

An owner of live stook must present docu-
ments proving hie ownership and the looa-
tion of the stock. The formialitics having
been complied with, the mayor will deliver
certificates to applicants. These certificates
must be exhiblted on demand o iroo
passing after the explration of the term of
eight days., The troops will capture all
stray cattle upeclaimed and they will be
brought to the towns,

Ing In the United States, who would ehortly
crcupy a place In the legislative branch of
the government, The letter dealt with the
Immediste preocnt, anid destribeg a vigit maide
by the wilter and General Liee to Cabanas
fortress only seven «lays ago, vie, on thoe
morning of December 30, It told of the piti-
) condition of the prisoness, somo of them
Americans, Inciuding Julle Sanguilly, and a
young dunan who was the companlon of
Charlea Govin, the Americhn newspaper cor-
respondent, Killed in Cula. The recital of
theae prisoncra was given In full.

The writer also gave the partioulara of an-
other arveat. He #ald that while at General
Lee's office on the Monnay previous (Deceim-
ber 28), he aaw a son of Dr. Retancourt, an
American eitizen, who had beer practiclog
dentigtry al Havana, for the last year. The
son, also an Ameriean cltizen, stated that
hin father had myeteriously di=appeated on
Saturday night. He was traced 1o the
Cabanes fortress, wherd the aon, on paving
0 cents to u Spanish ofMelal, was allowed to
gendd In food, and later on, paying $1.60 to
thie official, wag allowed to eend a oot to h's
father, Mr. Call referred d'so to lettors re-
celved from the wife of one of the sallora
on the ship Competitor, now lmprivoned at
Havana,

During the day the senate pamsed house
bils, amending the Iawa relating to timper
culture and authorizing brevets to aotive or
reteed officers of the army and navy.

The joint resolution reguesting the British
government to pardon Mre, Mlotence May-
brick was Indefinltely postponed. The bill
exempting ecttlers on public lands from pay-
ing the original government price fixed on
the lands was debated. Mr. Pottigrow of
Sonth Dakcta ang M. Oxrtep
gpenking In Its favor, but a final vote was
not reached

Senator Cullom, republican of Illinols, re-

Mr. Hale, republican’ of Maine, secured the
adoption of u resolution directing the secre-
tary of state to soend to the sentte 4 state-
ment as to the action of the provident, or
genate, or secrelary of state, touching the
recognition of any forelgn people or power
as an Independent government and the corre-
sponding  actlon of other branchea of the
United States government.

Mr. Pettigrew, republican of South Dakota,
secured an agrecment (o a resolution calling
on the seeretary of the Interior fop a state-
mefit of the amount of subgldles pald by
the Unlon and Central Paclfic rallroads to
the Pacifie Mall Steamship line.

CALL ON CUBA.

Mr. Call, democrat of Florida, was then
recognlied for a speech on his Cuban reso-
lutlons introduced yesterday concerning the
condempation of Jullo Sangullly at Havana.
Mr, Call referred to the report fprom the
State department as to the killing of Charles
Govig and sald the features which had been
disclosed Induced Coneul General Lee to be-
lisve Govin had been tled to a tree and
chopped to pleces, As showing the facts in
tho case, Mr. Call read a letter from a gen-
tloman i Havana who, Mr. Call sald, would
occuny a responsible place as a memboer of
one of the legislative branches of the gov-
ernment.  The name was withheld.

It gave n graphle deseription of a visit
to Cabanas fortress at Havana, n company
with Consul General Lec. Access to the
fortriss was secured with diffioulty, it being
open to outsiders only on Wednesdays, and
then after twentv-four hours' notice. The
writer sald he and General Lee were escorted
within the prison, where elght or ten pore
sons, some of them Amerlcans, were bhrought
out. Tn a elrole about them were ranged 100
Spaniah goldierg, heavily armed. One of the
prisoners was a man who had been with
Charles Govin at the time of his capture.
The prisoner stated that the Spaniards tled
him and Govin togethor. Govin attempted to
gshow his United States cltizenship papors
and his credentinls as an American news-
paper correspondent, but the Spanish com-
mander struck these from his hand and
turned Govin over to the cavalry, while the
other prisoner was sent o the Cabanas for-
tross,

The writer stated also that from olher
reliable sources it was established that Govin
subsequently had been tied to a tree and
chopmed to pleces,

Julio Sangullly was another of the pris-
onors seen during this visit to the foriress.
The writer deseribed him as an old man,
whase hair had turned gray and who ap-
peared to be over 00 years of age. Sangullly
told & pathetie story to the vigilors as to the
Injustice of his trial and conviction, and
begged that the United States Investigate the
case with a view of establishing that he was
prosscuted for what he might have done and
not what he had done,

Mr, Call agaln steted that this letter came
from a prominent man of the United States,
a northern man and a ropublican who had
been highly honored in this country and
would soon return to a high public place.
= After reading other letters reciting the
ceruel methods employed In Spanlsh  pris-
ong, Mr. Call declared these prisons were
stalned with the blood of American oftl-
rons. 1t needed but an Investigation to
unmask the extent of the butchery, he sald,
The senotor asseorted that the nation which
failed to protect Its oitlzens justly deserved
the execration of the civilized world.

CORRCION NOT TO BE FEARED,

Mr. Call spoke of reports that the powers
of Europe would coerce the United States.
What effect, he asked, would such a con-
cert of European nations bave, when the
gymputhy of mankind and the sentiment of
the Christian world was with the strug-
gling patriots of Cuba? It would be n
futile Intervention. Ewven if attemptoed no
statesman of Burope could successfully ap-
peal to the masses of his people to strike
at those engaged in a struggle for Inde-
pendence and Hberty, If the United States
remalned passive while such outrages as
those on Govin and EBaogullly procecded
there could be no prosperity for this country
and no respect for It, declared Mr. Call. 1t
was @ spectpele which belittled the Trnited
Stotes in the eyes of the world,

The senator spoke bitterly againgt the
delay In the senate, Idle assertions that
trade and commerce would be Jeoparillzed
by action and the concerted  movemoent
gmunsting from some central source to have
ghambers of commerce and boards of trade
urge delay. Mr. Call declared that the
whole force of the Unlted Stutes was belng
ugeld to protect and continue that condition,
The senator closed with an appoal that the

A Mssenting oplnlon.
JUDGE MAXWELL'S OFINION,

The opinfon written by Justice Maxwell
was lengthy and went into an exhaustive
exumination of all the authorities available,
The [ollowing paragraph contains the glst
of the deelsion:

In thls case an amendment to
stitutlon will be adopted “if 0 majority
of the weleclors wvotlng at such eléctlon
adopt' the same. This reguires affirmative
netlon, A mpjority of nll those voting
at the electlon must vote In fuvor of tho
iroposition In order to adopt the same.
e convention that framed the constitu-
tion doublless presumed taat IF an amend-
ment was necessiry . and really desiced by
the people, a moajority would favor s
adoption, hence, hefore nn amendment can
be gsubmitted to the people, at least throe=
fifths of the members elected ta cuch house

must agree Lo the propeded winvidment,
It must then be smbmitted to the eloclors
for approval or rejection, The submission

must be at nn electlon when senators and
represontutlves are to be elected, and o
mujority of those voling ot such electlion
are required to vote In favor of the projo-
Hilan o ndopt the wime The words
such elvctlon” ayvidently refer Lo the eleg=
tlon for senators and represeutatives,
Governor Holecomb praciically tikes the
position assumed by Justice Maxwell it
the amendmoent providing for two adiditional
Judges on the supreme boynch recelved a
mitjority of all the voles cast for seantors
and representatives at the last November
election then Judges Neville and Kirkpatrlck
are entitled to tuke thelr seatd, According to
the views entertalpned by Governor Holcomb

aund his party councillors, the voles oust
for senators and representatives must be
canvarsed by a body having the requisito

authority to agcertain tho totel in the etate,
andd It will be Inoumbent upon the leglala=
ture to provide such a body. The stale
canvassing board cannol canivars these volos,
A resolution has therefore been prepared
covering the ground, and It will be offered
elther Ine the Jolot convention tomorrow op
In the bouge at an early date. If the only
precedent In the history of Nobraska s fols
lowed, the resolution will be presented In
the house after the Jolnt conventlon ham
adjourned, The resolution will provide for
o comimiliee to cupvaes the voles cast I
vach of the soveral countles for members
of the senato and house.
